fATICAN FOOD CONSERVATION 



"No more surprl&o marriages," la 
one of tbo outstJinilinR features of 
tbe new Canon Code which has re- 
celved tbe Pontifical approval. It 
Is sure to work very many changes 
tn Canon Law, eapecially where 
marriage is conoemed. Not the least 
important is tbe veto on surpriee 
marriages. Young couples in a 
burry may no longer rush off with 
a license (or without for that mat- 
ter), aad get a prieet to marry 
them. Tlie oflkslatiiig prteet Is no 
loncor a mere wttaeet to the onion 
whidi he bt^wee; he la now and 
henceforth a oonsenter or a dis- 
■enter. His name must be written 
upon the marriage lirense; If he 
seee good reeson to refuse marriage 
be may do so, but if his name fails 
to be on the license the marriage 
Is null and void. The only excep- 
tion to this rule is in the eeae of 
a parochial vicar, whose name need 
not be speoified on the Ueenee, but 
be alone may perform mairlage in 
sneb a case. 

The couimlBslon whose work for 
years has been the reformation of 
Canon Law had in mind hasty mar- 
riagee between young people espe- 
cially, and 8omotlni(« older ones 
aa well, because many who marry 
In haste repent at leisure and apply 
to tbe Vatican for annnllatioD of 
their ties. For the same reason tbe 
age limit has been raised by two 
years. Formerly, a boy of fourteen 
might marry a girl of twelve; now 
the boy must be at least sixteen 
and the girl fourteen before a priest 
may marry them. Of course this 
early ago Is set for Catholics who 
are natives of countries where peo- 
ple mature far sooner than they do 
in America and in most parts of 
■urope. - Bsartag «bla la «lad. the 
new Canon urgss all priests living 
in Western countries to preach 
against early marriages and use 
therlr influences agalnet boy and girl 
anions as much as possible. 

On the other hand, marriage is 
made easier in some respects. For 
instance Catholic priests were not 
allowed to perform marriage be- 
tween Advent and Eplpbaay. Now 
marriages may be performed on 
CMirlstmaa day tUl tbe first day of 
Lent Bishops may give dispensa- 
tion for Lent and Advent marriages 
as well If they See good cause to 
do so. They may also substitute 
notices of approaching marriages, to 
be put outside church doors, in- 
stead of the old custom of calling 
the banns for three Sundays in the 
church. The notices must be af- 
fixed for eight days, and in aoeb a 
way that they are there for two 
Sundays. (Marriage ahould not take 
place till three days after the no- 
tice has been taken down. 

Ooasiderable modliications have 
iMen made -with regard to Impedi- 
ments to luarriage between certain 
persons. By Canon 1,04 2 of the 
code these inrpediments are now 
grouppd Into two classes — of the 
minor ilc^ife and the major. Those 
In the minor degree can be abro- 
gated at the discretion of a 
Bishop; the major linpedlments are 
Immutable. Formerly this distinc- 
tion did not exist in iforni, though 
it did in fact, whereas abrogation 
was possible lb some cases it the 
matter was brought before the 
Pontifical administration. Minor 
Impediments include consanguinity 
to 19ie third degree, atrinity to the 
second degree of the collateral line, 
public dishonesty and crime. 

Impediments of the major degree 
are vows of chastity taken by one 
or l>oth of the contracting parties; 
mixed religion and legal parentage, 
where the civil law of the land 
would cause the marriage to be 
llliciit, and not null. Disparity of 
cult forms an insurmountable bar- 
rier; but this has always been part 
and parcel o< Oknon law relating 
to marriage. The laws relating to 
divorce remain substantially unal- 
tered. That means that the Cath- 
olic church admits no divorce of any 
sort, oDly separation. But the 
Sacred Rota has still power to an- 
null marriages which have been 
performed in contrariety to Canon 
Law, and In some cases when the 
marriage has not been consum- 
mated. 

While the municipal bodies of 
meet Italian cities are etUl arraag- 
log for bread tickets, the ayttem 
has been working in the Vatican 
(or some months.

With the sessiea o< th« Legis- 
lature drawing aear all eyes are be- 
ing turned toward Frankfort, while 
the politicians are working over- 
time to secure control and inci- 
dentally elect friends and followers 
to the different berths. Previous 
to and Immediately (oUowlng the 
election the Forward Leaguers and 
Ifaly-Beckham political prohibition- 
ists were claiming everything in 
Bight, but after all the returns had 
simmered in it developed that they 
had cut a sorry figure In the re- 
cent election, and that with every- 
one agreed on the submisslnn of the 
prohibition amendment the chief 
asset of their claim to political 
strength has been withdrawn. In- 
cidentally one of the big figures in 
tbe coming session of tbe General 
Assembly is Col. "BiUy" Klalr. who 
swept the platter clean at Lexing- 
ton with a municipal slate and in 
addition was elected as Repreee n ta- 
tive. With a voice on the floor 
coupled with his parliamentary ex- 
perience, second to none'. It goes 
without saying that the political 
prohibitionists will have hard sled- 
ding In the near future. Gov. Stan- 
ley and Col. Klalr are bosom 
friends and when the Stanley-Klalr 
combination meets the Haly-Beck- 
hani duo It is safe to' take a ticket 
on the former.

In an Interesting account of the 
work of the National .Serviee Com- 
mission in New Vork City, as given 
In the magazine section of the New 
York Times, we find among other 
things how this new organization, 
whos<' chief aim is to look after the 
soldiers oit furlough In the large 
cities, Is preparing for the holiday.s 
of Thanksgiving and Christmas. 
Club bouses have been established 
in New York City with every 
facility for comfort and recreation. 
Nor are these allowed to stand 
passively inviting. The soldiers are 
rounded up by so-called scouts on 
their arrival at the depots. They 
are Invited and urged to avail them- 
fiehes ot the hospitality of the club 
lou.ses. Tickets for good fdiows 
md concerts are provided. 

For Tlianksgiving large dinners 
are being prepjiicd for the men on 
leave. From one camp aloni\ near 
Iho city, provision is being made 
I I.TiOO men. Nor are the rela- 
tiM .s ui the men who may come to 
the city, as to a rendesvouz where 
they can meet their boys, forgotten. 
Lists gopd lodging houses are 
provided and sent ahead to the men 
so that Ihey can inform their rela- 
tives •where they may stay amid 
decent and comfortable surround- 
ugs. Here are some 'features of 
soldier welfare work we may well 
seek to duplicate. For It stands to 
reason that among ito many men 
there will be a good number of our 
falfh. It Is also evident from whiU 
We alrea<ly know of the dangers of 
soldier and sailor life that Just In 
tlie holiday tide there will be a 
great Increase In the menace to the 
morals and morale of our men. To 
safeguard our boys then will be 
douMy necessary at these times. 

It would not be a matter of too 
great trouble or detail to arrange 
Uets of respectable boarding bouses 
or of homes which would be willing 
to harbor either our 'boys or their 
relatives over the Tiolldays. What- 
ever Inconvenience would arise 
could and should be iborne as a 
sacriifice In these times of unUvrmil 
self-denial. Theee IlstR could be 
sent from the several parishes or 
from a common Catholic center to 
the chaplains, who CO aid In turn 
give tlhem to the boys he knows are 
to go out on leave. 

Another net ot genuine kindness 
and real charity wouM lie ifor as 
many ot our Catholic families in 
citiee where soldiers are stationed 
or where they como on furlough to 
nvite some rvf the boys In to 
Thanksgiving or Chrlstmaa dinner. 
These days will be certain to ac- 
centuate home-sickness and the 
blues among those particularly who 
will have no ivlatives to visit or 
who are so far from 'home that they 
can not got away on leave. To ex- 
tend to them the joys Of a happy 
and generous Chrlstlsn hospitality 
will be no little propbylactie against 
temptation and dangerous company. 
AnytMng that wiU help to mhilmize 
the danger of our heys seeking 
company or recreation amid unde- 
sirable and dangerous surroundings 
and compHnione is an added safe- 
guard for the morals of our men. 
tn this matter of soldier welfare 
work it is quHe as importxint as In 
all forms of charity work that we 
do not content ourselves wlbh mere

Father Magrath's appointment to 
the rectorship of a well known 
church such as St. Brigid's after 
eleven years of service as a priest 
In the New York archdiocese is 
welcome news to his many friends. 
Rut it is even better news to the 
longshoremen on West street that 
Father .Magrath will retain his po- 
sition as head of tbe Catholie mis- 
sion, where he has done much to 
better their condition since he as- 
sumed charge Just ten years ago. 
It Is justly claimed that there isn't 
a seafaring man in the world who 
Is not ac(|ualnted per.sonally with or 
hasn't heard of Father Ma'grath. 
Nearly all the Catholic seamen when 
they touch at this port bend their 
steps ill the direction of the mission 
and the welcome sign is always out 
tor them. , 

Probably there is no more inter- 
esting character in the entire arch' 
dlooese than Father Phil liagmth, 
the "Fighting Prieet." aa he la 
known from one end of tte arch- 
diocese to the other. His proweM 
as a fighter for all that ia /ildit. 
and proper, literally speaking, ft es"-' 
peclally known In the region in 
which his mission Is situated. Ten 
)-ear8 of battling with the thugs and 
gangsters wlio imagine<l that they 
were going to cow this (^thollc 
priest the same as they had private 
citizens has made his name one to 
be conjured with In the region. 

Principally through the expert use 
of his big fists and brawny arms he 
has shown these thugs and gBag« 
Bters their place and now the neigh- 
borhood is sa<fe for the seamen who 
wander into It. But U tt hadnt 
been for the efforts of Father Ma- 
grath the district today would be 
unsafe for one not W' ll protected. 

Besides using In ii • to good 
.idvantaire when th. iicra-^ion de- 
manded I'iitlivr .\I:mi.ith has an 
cnviabl*' leputation a life saver. 
On more than one oix-asion he has 
plunged Into the dark waters of the 
Hudson to save life. In May. 1914. 
he saved George Cortlses from 
drowning in tbe Hudson; in Sep- 
tember of the same year he saved 
the life of a woman bather. Mrs. 
George J. Ountber, at Woodland 
Beach, Staten Island, and in March, 
191.5, after finishing vespers in tho 
mission, he saved the life of Polloe- 
mnn John Connell, who had 'plunged 
into the Hudson to rescue a Rus- 
sian named Justus tTstuii. 

But Father Magrath hasn't de- 
voted all his energy to eavlng the 
lives of those in danger of death io 
the water; he has been instru- 
ment ai in saving the lives of those 
on i.ukI as well. It Is a matter ot 
record that on February 16. 1914, 
while out walking, the priest dis- 
covered a fire In a boarditag hooso 
at 5 Weehowken street. When in- 
formed that the premises were «^ 
cupied by a number of sleeping 
9allors, Father Magrath rushed into 
the building and carried out tour, 
who had been overcome by smoke. 
At the same time he awakened 
.^leven others. It Is also to hia 
credit that he has saved from seri- 
ous injury two women who fiad at 
different times been atta«Tko<l by 
iiKid dogs. 

Father Magrath has devoted sow- 
slderabls time and energy to the 
betterment of the neighborhood In 
which his mission is situated. He 
has been particularly active in 
bringing to jostlee those who havo 
made a practice of selling coeafae 
and other narcotics to seamen. At 
one time this trade fionrlshed along 
West street, but since the "Fighting 
Priest" became active tbe trade has 
been nioni or less unprofitable. If 
teamen want narcotics they now 
have to look for ttiem elsewhere. 

Father Magrath is a native New 
Yorker, a graduate of Manhattan 
College and was ordained at St. JO> 
seph's Seminary in 1906.

I'ope Denfdict has granted to 
Henry Woffling, a member of the 
Koiiety of Jesus, and blind lor the 
last nine yeai-s, the dearest hope of 
liis life. liefore a month passes 
Woffling will be ordained a priest 
of the Catholic church. That this 
might l>e aocompliahed the Pave haa 
ignored the precedent. The Cath- 
olic law ordera that those who 
ser^-e In the priesthood must be at 
the time Of their ordination as 
nearly perfect as possible, phy- 
aically as well as mentally. Woffling 
la certainly the first blind man ever 
to be admitted to the priesthood in 
America, perhaps In the world. It 
was his blindness which turned 
Woffling to Intimate service in the 
church of which he will become a 
prieat within the next month. Nine 
yeara ago, when he was only twonty- 
flve, he was profeaaor of (Aemlatry 
In Caniaiua College, Boaton. During 
an experiment the chemicala ex- 
ploded and Woffling was blinded for 
life. Immediately be turned to the 
church and entered Woodatoek Col- 
lege, the famoua Jesuit aemlnary in 
Maryland. Slghtleaa, he waa not 
discouraged nor apparently ham- 
pered, for he stood with the first 
n.en in liis class. From Woo<iatock 
ne went to Georgetown to continue 
.lis theological studies. Here he 
won honors not only for his ability, 
but for hia unfailing patience and 
rheerfulneaa. Eighteen montha ago 
he oame to the Church of St. 
Prsnels Xarler in New York City.

To keep 
up her foreign wars England had 
to drain Ireland of her soldiers, and 
Froude saya: "The American flag 
waa aeen daily fluttering an inaoi' 
enee from the Irish coast anywhere 
between Londonderry and Cork."
